jeader of the insurgents, {s marching 
up the peninsula with an army of 5,000. 
and a new president, General Legitime 
has been proclaimed. 

Mob After Alexis. 

At the last moment President Alexis 
Yiekied to the urging’ of those about 
him and decided to take refuge aboard 
the French warship. t precisely 5 
eoclock a salute of twenty-one guns an- 
nounced his departure from the palace. 
Thousands had gathered there early in 
the day, and they hed surged around 
the entrances threatening to\tear down 
the walls to drive out the\ president 
‘ and heaping 
Curses on the head of the agéd man. 

So serious was the situatjon that the 
French minister, M. eron, and 
other foreign representatives, together 
with members of a &pecially appointed 
committee, forced themselveg upon the 


president, who .

The unrest reached 
point early this morning, when regu- 
lariy organized bands of citizens moved 
quietly about the town and took pos- 
session of various pointg of vantage. 
No shots were fired, but the president 
barred himself within the palace. 

American Minister Involved. 


One of the leaders charged that- the 
American minister, H. W. Furniss, was 
encouraging the president to resist, 
and he issued-the following proclama- 
tion: 

“Citizens: The danger is supreme; we 
risk our independence if we do not 
take good care. The old man would 
have given up already were it not for 
the advice of a diplomat who is pre- 
paring for our annexation. A clash Is 
expected, and this diplomat wishes to 
precipitate one in order to have a pre- 
text for colonizing us. Let us there- 
fore, be docile, yet not supine.” 

Every effort made by those who beg- 
ged the president to abdicate proved of 
no avail during the early hours of the 
day. Nord Alexis was obdurate. He 
*xpressed this determinatien to embark 
with troops on the gunboat “Nord 
Alexis,” and proceed to Cape Haitien, 
where he. would organize a civil war 
of the nerth against the south. 

Poepulace Infuriated. 


That the infuriated populace would 
make an attempt ‘upon the palace at 
any moment, and that certainly the 
night could not aate without an armed 
assault, which would doubtless mean 
the death of Nord Aléxis, was feared. 

Desertédd by wis ministers, abandoned 
by those that he had put Into high 
office and reviled by the whole popula- 
tlon. Alexis had little chance of 
escaping, except throygh the interven- 
tion of ‘the. fepresentatives of the 
French government: His guard had 
been reduced to a minimum through

Mitchell then identified the horse and 
the buggy in which Miss Linton hed 
been kidnaped. After that Mitchell, his 
brother-in-law, Snodgrass and Miss Lin. 
ton, had a long conversation, but the 
witness did not hear what was sald. 

The direct testimony of the witness 
showed that Mitchell was not at home 
when telephoned and that {t was stated 
that Mitcnell had not been at home to 
supper; that Mitchell did not arrive 
at the Vashti home until after 8 o’eclock: 
about two hours after the rescue of 
Miss Linton. 

Judge Roddenberry conducted a 
searching cross-examindtion to break 
down the testimony which has been 
given by the state to show that 
Mitchell did kidnap Miss Linton he 
would have had ample time to have 
gone,.to the cottage in the woods, where 
it is charged he made up his disguise, 
disrobed, wash the black off his face 
and return to.aid in the,search. Su- 
perintendent Bishop is a man of mark.

Twe officials 
present were selected with great care 
and were the highest men in the empire. 

Humble Coolies as Witnesses. 


According to an old estabMshed cus- 
tom, a number of humble coolles, men 
from the lowest walks of life, wers 
brought into the sacred precincts of the 
‘Forbldden City to act as witnesses. 
The soldiery played but an inconspicu- 
ous part in tne proceedings. 

At 11:30 the officials began leaving the 
palace. Traffic outside the Forbidden 
City ‘was at no,time impeded. The scene 
was enlivened by a nymber of pilgrims 
who had come in on camels all the way 
from Mongolia. 

All day yesterday sacrifices were made 
to their late majesties by the highest 
dignitaries of the empire at the five 
most important temples of Pekin, the 
Temple of Heaven, the Temple of tne 
Ancestors, the Temple of the Darth, the 
Temple of Agriculture and the Temple 
of Confucius. The edfet setting forth 
the accession of Pu-Yi to the throne 
and granting amnesty was carried with 
much ceremony to the throne hall. It 


grand vtouncil, who were, in turn, ac 
companied by the members of the board 
of righte. in the throne hall Rh was 
given the official vermilion seal. This 
observance conciuded, it was carried out 
of the Forbidden City and thence to the 
office of the board of rights, where it 
was proclaimed and put in airculation.

It erases the demerits enter- 
ed against minor officials; edvances the 
degree of scholars; dismisses all pending 
petty criminal cases; excuses oertain 
Habilities and grants bounties to the 
soldiers in the service of the empire.

Anna Gould's Lawyer Scares 
Her First Husband. 


ANNA GOULD IS INNOCENT 


Lawyer Declares Boni’s ‘Charges 
Against Her Character Are False. 
Alleged That Boni Has No 
Morals at All—He Only 


Wants Money. 


Paris, December 2.-—-The Princess de 
Sagan, who was Miss Anna Gould of 
New York, ha@ her innings tn court 
today, in the hearing of the casa 
brought by her former husband, Count 
Boni De Castellane, to have the three 
children of the union placed in the 
custody of his mother, the Marquise 
de Castellane. 

Hundgedg of women, including some 
of the mést prominent members of the 
French society and the American and 
English colonies in Paris, literally 
fodght to gain admission to the crowd- 
ed court room. M. Clemenceau. with 
cutting irony and keen ridicule, met the 
accusations brought against the prtn- 
cess, whose character, he insisted, was 
blameless. He mercilessly scored tha 
record and character of the Count de 
Castellane, and said he was wholly 
unfit to have the custody of his chil- 
dren. He charged that the real pur- 
pose of the count was to raise manéy 
and satisfy his vengeance on the Princa 
and Princess de Sagan, even at the 
expense of the interests of his children, 
whose minds he had continually triei 
to poison. 

Neither the Princess de Sagan nor the 
count was present. 

Alleged Accomplice in Adultery. 
M. Clemenceau emphasised the fact 
that the courts of France always had 
decided that a second marriage did not 
affect the rights of paretns with regard 
to their children, even in eases where 
this second marriage was with the ai- 
leged accomplice in adultery. 

“The facts that the count had offered 
to prove were irrelevant.’’ he -eontin- 
ued, “and even ff they were establish- 
ef, they had no bearing upon the edu- 
cation of the children. Furthermore. 
these allegations were denied by the 
princess. The princess, since her mar- 
riage to her present husband, had ful- 
filled in every way to her children. On 
the other hand, the count had com- 
mitted the unpardonable fault of 
rringing out the present scandal to the 
detriment of the children.’’ 

M. Clemenceau announced that tne 
princess formally joined with her hu¢- 
band fn the allegation# agatnst the 
count, numbered from “four t4 twenty, 
inclusive. These deal With De Sagan‘s 
charges that the eount, in order to 
prevent the marfiage of Madam Gould 
with the Prince de Sagan caused 
forged letters and documents, purport- 
ing to have been signed by De Sagan, 
to be sent to Madam Gould. De Sagan 
offered to prove, with the cooperation 
of his wife, that the count had ar- 
ranged, through two women, to have 
these documents shown to Madam 
Gould at her country residence. Deo 
Sagan offered to prove by experts that 
these documents were forged “by the 
same hand.” 

Boni Raked Fore and Aft. 


Counset for the princess raked the 
count fore and aft when he reached 
the subject of the fashion tn which he 
had dissipated his wife's fortune, 
spending at the rate of $1,000:000 «a 
year for eleven years. * “So long as 
this money was incoming,’ M. Clemeéna- 
ceau said, “the count considered nis 
wife upright and honorable. Whén she 
got her divoree from the count there 
existed debts amounting to $3,400;000, 
in addition to the sum of 895,000 that 
hed been given to the Marquis and 
Marquise de Castellane. This ts thé 
man’’ crie? M. Clemenceau, “who wants 
his children educated MNke a De vas- 
tellane, a man withont. a- profession, 
who married for money and then de- 
voted himself to betraying his. wife 
with his wife's female friends.”’ 

M. Clemenceau revealed the terms of 
the settlement his client offered te 
make at the time of. her divorce. These 
terms were $200,000 in cash and an in- 
come of $30,000 a year, this.ineome tu 
be Increased when the estate of his 
former wife was out of the hands of 
the trustees, she to take Over all the 
debts then pending. 

M. Clemenceau railed at the count 
for reproaching De Sagan with having 
two mistresses. ‘The count,”’ he said, 
“had more than two when he marttied 
Miss Gould.” 

M. Clemenceau . charged that the 
words of the divorce decree obtained 
by the countess, that “the husband had 
entertained relations with women of 
easy morals,’ did not constitute the 
worst charge against the count. 

Her Travels With De Sagan. 

M. Clemenceau took up, one. by one,’ 
the accusations made against the prin- 
cess by the count, regarding her trav-, 


els in Italy with De Sagan before their} 


marriage. 

“It should be remembered,” the law~ 
yer declared, “that the princess was 
not a young girl traveling with ner 
fiance, but a divorced woman in the 
company the man she was going 
to marry. Furthermore, she is an 
American,” M. Clemenceau said. “Con- 
duct that would appear to be out of 
the ordinary in France,’’ he said, “is 
perfectly: proper on 
the ocean.” 

He admitted that De Sagan had

CONSERVATION COMMISSIONS. 

The opening week of the second session of the fifty-ninth congress will 
be made notable by the number of important gatherings of citizens to be 
held in Washington to discuss the resources of the nation. 

One notable feature of President Roosevelt’s administration has been 
the epoch-marking attention paid to this subject of conservation. 

No other president has gone further in this work of constructive states- 
manship. He has added millions of acres to the national forests, called the 
governors of the states and leading experts into conference on the conserva- 
tion of national resources, given impetus and force to the demand for greater 
attention to inland waterway development, and set on foot definite plans for | 
the conservation and rational use of the nation’s natural wealth. 

The southern commercial congress will undertake to “interpret the re- 
sources of the south so that the south and the whole nation may understand 
the possibilities of commercial development” in this section. 

From the viewpoint of millions of Americans the work being urged by 
the national rivers ane harbors congtess, promises great returns to the 
nation.

| : THE AGREEMENT WITH JAPAN. 


The situation in the far east, so far as the United States is concerned, 
has been considerably clarified by the recent agreement with Japan. 

While. not a treaty, it will have the effect of one, without having to go 
through the formality of being ratified by the United States senate. 

The exchange of totes between the two governments simply means that 
the contést for commercial supremacy in the Pacific will be a peaceful con- 
test. The aims, purposes and intentions of the United States and Japan are 
formally set dewn and they look to the preservation of the status quo in the 
Pacific. 

Soth countries ‘will have equa] opportunities for developing and extend- 

ing their trade interests in China. Other nations will be allowed t@® same 
privilege, but THE INDEPENDENCE AND INTEGRITY OF CHINA IS TO 
BH PRESERVED. 
It is announced that this is to be accomplished by pacific means. The 
notice given te other governments that the United States and Japan are re 
solved upon this will undoubtedly be suffictent to prevent any aggressions 
or conspiracies. Further, it fs made plain that neither government has any 
designs upon the territory of the other. 

This agreement, and the mutual pledge of faith given, should set at rest 
speculation and conjecture as to the future of the two great rivals: in the 
Pacific. 

The problem involved in the commercial development of the countries 
bordering on this is vast enough to engage all the resources and the energy 
of the business interests of the two countries for years to come. 

The agitator and the alarmist have been sufficiently answered; the jingo 
press of the two countries, which has been at pains to see dangers where 
none existed, has been adroitly silenced. 

The declaration of the two countries is strengthened by the pledge that 
in the event of any incident threatening existing peaceful conditions, each 
will communicate with the other in the effort to arrive at some mutual un- 
derstanding as to the course to be pursued. i. 

Thus Japan has put into tangible form the splendid assurances of esteem 
and regard for this ceuntry given to the American fleet on its recent visft. 
She has made it easy for future probleme to be settled on an easy and ami- 
cable basis. : 

John Hay, when secretary of state, gave to this country a new doctrine, 
which has come to be regarded as a fixed principle in our foreign policy. 
The “Qpen door” policy. as regards China is today regarded in the United 
States very much as is the Monroe doctrine. 

This agreement also recalls the overture made to the president by Vis 
count Aoki, when he represented Japan in this country. His recall shortly 
afterward was taken as evidence that the mikado’s government did not ap- 
prove of the suggestion as highly as did President Roogevelt. 

But in the intervening months the’ Saionji ministry has fallen and the 
suggestions of Aoki have found approval and adoption through the efforts of 
Baron Takahira and Secretary Root. 

Though the method of reaching an agreement may find criticism in the 
senate, since that body was not consulted in the matter, the agreement itself 
will unquestionably be generally approved by the public. 
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THE POSTAL DEFICIT AND THE PARCELS POST. 


Firm in the belief*that a parcels post system would prove of vast benefit 
to the nation’s farmers, the postoffice department is urging its adoption. 
The fact that this service would increase the usefulness of the postoffice 
department is one reason. The deficit for the past fiscal year of $17,000,000, 
which bids fair to be repeated next year, furnishes another argument. 

Postmaster Genera] Meyer, in his annual report, requests permission to 
establish a limited parcels post system in four counties. Mr. P. V. De Graw, 
the fourth assistant postmaster general in charge of the rural delivery ser- 
vice, emphasizes its importance. 

Carriers were formerly allowed to transport packages as an accommoda- 

tion to their patrons and for hire. This has been stopped. That such ser- 

vice would prove of value to the people and a source of revenue to the gov- 

ernment has been-established. 

it is inconceivable that there should be any opposition to the proposed 

experiment. Any measure promising so much in the way of making the post- 
office department eventually’ self-supporting is worthy of a trial. 

The rural free delivery service was first established as an experiment 
in about a dozen counties. A meager $10,000 wes appropriated therefor. 
‘Today the service covers the country, and no member of congress who hopes 
for reelection would advocate its discontinuance. 

A similar growth in the parcels post service is anticipated by Postmaster 
Meyer. Furthermore, he looks to it to make the rural service self-supporting. 

Discretion dictated that the postmaster general make no reference to the 
abuse of the congressional franking privilege, which has counted so heavily 
against the economical and businesslike administration of this department. 
in its last analysis, the use of the franking privilege in campaigns is graft 
pure and simple. The correction of this evil would contribute two or three 
millions annually to the national treasury, 

Naturally, the larger the volume of mail transported gratis, the larger 
will be the postal deficit. 

Penny postage is a dream so long as the existing deficit continues, but 
@ parcels post on a limited scale can and should be immediately inaugurated. 

The plan merely contemplates an extension of the rural delivery ser- 
vice. It is sfmple, practical, and premises to be profitable. 

Primarily, it will afford increased facilities to the farmer for doing bust- 
ness; it will raise the standard of living on the farm; make more easily ob- 
tainable the necessaries, and even hixuries, of life in the isolated farm home, 
and will stimulate the construction and maintenance of good roads. 

A limited parcels post, such as is now proposed, will include only those 
packages originating along the same rural route or routes served from the 
same office. It will enable the farmer to order goods by telephone or letter 
from the nearest town or — and have them delivered promptly and at 
small cost. 

Congress, in the interest of 85 per cent of the people of the country, 
should authorize a Start to be made toward the federal parcels post.

(From The New Bedford Mercury.) 

There’ is very sma chance that any 
of the fleet of steam whalers will ever 
again sail to the north. Unt within 
@ few years it was truly said: “There's 
never a law of God or man runs north 
o¢ Atty-three.” 

This is no longer the casé. The reve- 
nue cutter services dispenses law in the 
Arotic now, and the «sents say it is 
Capricious and arbitrary autho which 
oS the last risk and establishes a pro- 

hibinien upen the whaling industry there. 
‘When the revenue cutter officer over- 
havied the steamer William Bayles a 
couple of seasons ago and placed Cap- 
tain Boddfish under arrest, ordering him 
to report at Nome, October |, the voy- 
age of the ehip wes broken, and the 
Owners and men lost thousands af dol- 
lars, as it was necessary for the ship to 
leave in the height of the whaling sea- 
Son. From the nature of the Arctic 
wheling buainess often happens thet 
the crews comprise desperate and danger- 
ous men. There is bound to be contin- 
ual trouble, and if the revenue officers 
can take the captains out of their ships 
upon complaints of euch men and there- 
by break woyages, the chance ig one mo 
investor will take. The agents do not 
expect the masters of their vesséle shall 
escape the-consequences of misbehavior; 
but if they are accused, they say, there 
can be no hanm in weiting for the re- 
turn of the vessels before making an 
arrest.

The whaling agents say the sirore 
traders conspire against them, and have 
used the wearin piven who are them- 
selves traders iD ny cases, to make 
representations to esident ‘Roosevelt, 
as a result of which the revenue service 
has been unduly exacting. Many of the 
whalers have engaged in trading, and 
have incensed the shore traders by .get- 
ting, in some cases, a monopoly of the 
business.

In some fhips trading 
is forbidden, the owner taking the 
ground thet the time wasted with the 
natives can be more profitably employed 
in whaling; but some of the men of the 
aig may carry on 4 privete enterprise, 
and the owners suffer vicdriqus punfsh- 
ment in greater degree than the actual 
offenders. 

At best the whaling Ventures in the 
Arotic are not as profitable as is gener 
ally aesumed. It costs about $20,000 
to fit a vessel for a voyagle. Assuming

The above are the sentiments express- 
@d in a letter from the late emperor of 
China to President Roosevelt, presented 
to him today by Tong Shoa Yi, the 
special Chinese ambassador, thanking 
the United States for the remission of 
$14,000,000 of the indemnity guaranteed 
by China for damages resulting from 
the Boxer rebellion. 

The presentation took place in the 
fiue parlor of the white house Lape to- 
day. Tong, who was acoompanied by 
Prince Tsai Fu, ae first secretary, and 
a dozen other members of his suite, was 
introduced to the president by Acting 
Secretary of State Adee. 

Emperor to President. 

The letter from tihe late emperor to the 
President was as follows: 

“The emperor of China to the Prest- 
dent of the United States of America— 
Greeting: Mr. President. China has al- 
Ways maintained the most friendly re- 
lations with the United States ‘since 
the establishment of interccuse be. 
tween the two countries. By taking the 
initiative in’ proposing the remission

In presenting the letter Ambassador 
Tonge said every line of it breathes 
friendship and gocd-will for the gov- 
ernment and people of the United 
States, and voices the sentiment of all 
China. 

“The action of the United States in 
remitting a portion of ‘the indemnity, 
as provided by treaty, has touched the 
government and peopl of my country 
with a deep sense of gratitude,” sald 
Ambassador Tong. 

Reply of Roosevelt, 


In reply the president said: 


“Nie letter which you bear, I receive 
with great appreciation; and on behalf 
of the government of the people of the 
United States I accept it with quite ex- 
ceptional sentiments as a message of 
especial friendship from your august 
sovereign, whose death and the demise 
of her imperial majesty, the late em- 
press dowager, we lament. I receive it 
with the more pfoefound -sentiments in 
that you bring it now no less from the 
emperor, the celebration of whose Ac- 
cession maxes this day doubly auspi- 
cious, and from that enlightened govern- 
ment which All the world feels will add 
new luster through his reign to the !m- 
memortal history of China.

Large Quantity of Yellow Coin Un- 
teuched, the Burglars Prefer-

Pepperell, Mass, December 2.—A!- 
though the police of every city and town 
Within a radius of 50 miles were keep- 
ing a sharp outlook today for traces of 
the teve burglars who early today biew 
Open the safe of the First National 
Bank here and escaped with $14,000 tn 
cash, no clue to the identity or where- 
abouts of the safe blowers has been 
discovered 

So confident were the bupglars that 
their preliminary preparations were ef- 
fective that they fired two charges of 
nitrogivcerin in the safe after they 
knew that they had been discovered. 
Then, gathering the bilis togecher has- 
tily, but overlooking about $3,000 .in 
gold and silver coin, they made thetr es- 
cape in an automobile with about $/4,- 
000. 

The thoroughness and skil! with 
which the work was perfermed has 
convinced the police that the burglars 
were professionals. It is believed they 
went fram here to Groton. 

Two Explosions, 


The bank vault was blown open avout 

20'clock, at which time the last of 
three explosions was heard by Ernest 
Tardell. who was sleeping next door. 
The two earlier detonations had 
aroused him, but he was uncertain ag to 
their origin, as the sound was muffied. 
The third explosion, however, was less 
guarded and was followed by a erash 
and rattle, ag the vault door fell away 
and tnterfor glass fittings were broken. 
Tarbell armed himself with a revolver 
and started to Investigate, only to find 
the door of his own houuse Mbarred 
from the outside. Breaking open his 
decor, Tarbell immediately started for 
the bank. We reacned the Sank just 
as the robbers were leaving. After 
shouting an alarm, Tarbell fired several 
shots at the Duretars, but there ‘5s no 
indication that any of them took ef- 
fect.

Cashier Henry F. Tarbell, who came 
to the bank mimreéd@ilately after being 
notified of the ribbery, found a quun- 
tity of bills and silver scattered about 
the vault. giving evidence of the hurry

Before beginning thefr work On the 
bank vault the ©urgekare took the ore 
caution of barring the street doors of 
al! the buildings in the vianity of the 
bank. The first two explosions were so 
effectually muffled that the notse was 
heard only @ short distance from the 
benk, but apparently the burglars be- 
came extited and in preparing r the 
third forgot te take precautions. Their 
hurrted exft shortly afterwards tind!- 
cated that they were aware of their 
mistake. 

The explosives used were centered 
upon the door of the vault and did 
little damage, The third exploston shat- 
tered the entire front wall behind 
which the vault was located. The coun- 
ters and windows and some other ft- 
tings of the office were broken, tt be- 
yond this no damage was caused.

First, the section of the park outlined 
to be sold can be more easily converted

tional territory added they will have 
more to do in looking after new streets, 
sidewalks, the laying of curbing and 
water mains and other public works, 
than they can attend to, and while 
there should be the closest kind af oo- 
operation between the city engineer's 
Office and this new sewer commission 
and its experts, the two should be kept 
separate and all the sewer work shou 
be pushed to completion at the earl 
possible moment, ag no d 
the city limits shonld be allowed 
have a surface closet. 

After the sewage is taken out of ths 
branches or creeks that flow from tie 
seven trunk sewers, the valleys through 
which these streams flow should be pur- 
chased iby the city for park purposes, 
as the land could be bought cheap and 
they could be made very attractive nat- 
ural parks, and with the. battlefield and 
park boulevard connecting them, they 
would be available from any point in 
the city, and this would help complete 
our park system by providing a park In 
every section of the city.

Upon request Mitchell stood up a4n4 
the young woman swofe positively that 
he’ was the man who delivered to her 
the message to Lucile Linton from 
Moultrie. 

The message was sent from Moultrie 
at 8:20 that night. The identification 
061 Mitchell by the young woman was 
the secand dramatic climax of the 
trial, and the silence of death was in 
the court room while the two stood fac- 
ing @ach other. She said Mitchell 
etayed in the telegraph office about 
three minutes. There were other ladies 
behind the counter at the time Mitch- 
ell was there. 

On the cross-examination Miss Ivey 
testified that she had been visited 
since that night by Detective Shaw, 
who held a watch in his hand while she 
gave him about the exact time tnat 
Mitchell was in the telegraph office.
